The Allied invasion of North 
Africa scored a complete surprise; 
and the Germans were amazed by 
the failure of their attempt to 
amash the American corridor out of 
Normandy at Avranches last 
August. 

OUT ON TIME GUESS 

Jodl was quoted as saying that 
although the German high com- 
mand guessed the general e7ea and 
approximate strength of the D-Day 
invasion, the Germans had expected 
it several weeks earlier. 

The Nazis were certain, Jod! 
said, that the Allies would make 
@ second, even stronger assault 
farther east in the Pas De Calais 
area, and for this reason hesitated 
to shift 14 divisions of the Ger- 
man 15th army concentrated there 
to Normandy to reinforce the 
German 7th army. 

Determined to hold the Pas de 
Calais area and its V-wtapon sites, 
the Germans did not transfer troops 
from these until they had 
mined that the Allied divisions 
which they believed were being 
held for a landing at Pas de Calais 
were fighting in Normandy.

Panzer Divisions, to the west de- 
spite the sore need for them still 
on the eastern front. 

All members of the German high 
command had thought the invasion 
could be repulsed, but Jodl per- 
sonally was not satisfied with the 
number of reserve German divisions 
in France. Jodl, who spent 10% 
years in the high command, was 
the chief planner in that organiza- 
tion, the Allied officer said, and 
was a close adviser to Hitler on 
wartime strategic and tactical prob- | 
lems. 

Jod! said the orders to Invade 
Britain finally were cancelled 
because the weather and lack of 
training and equipment made it 
too hazardous. The German army 
was not trained in amphibious 
operations. Jodi Insisted he per- 
sonally opposed an invasion be- 
cause it would have meant land- 
Ing 10 divisions Im 10 days, and 
because the Germans had not the 
air power to whip both the Royal 
Air Force and Royal Navy.

SAVED FROM MADMAN 

On the 8th or 9th of April, dur- 
ing the attack on Weimar, the two 
friends, Knie and Bach, decided to 
act to save the caskets from this 
madman. During the night, they 
packed all kinds of medical mate- 
rial over the caskets, covered the 
whole with sacking and tent cloth, 
and got twelve policemen to carry 
these extremely large and heavy 
coffins up two flights of narrow 
stairs into a tiny room formerly 
used for storing medical supplies. 
The two heavy burdens were placed 
in a corner without being recog- 
nized by the police. The two doc- 
tors alone then placed a dozen 
cupboards, cases and boxes in 
front of them and surrounded the 
whole with big sacks of medical 
supplies, 

When Schulze came the next day 
to prepare the explosion, he look- 
ed for the caskets in vain. This

Shrewd 
speculators have gathered up marks in 
bales also, calculating that the Allies will 
have to attach par value to these in order 
to avoid impoverishing the millions who 
accepted them in payment for store goods 
and farm products. How to protect the 
latter without enriching the gamblers is 
one of the headaches of the Allied money 
experts.

New Rules and Better 
| Supervision Required 
| For Service

Just as the war has imposed grave 
| difficulties upon police departments

transactions with the passenger are 
ail completed while the latter is 
directly in front of the fare box. 
The way it is done in Edmonton, 
debarking passengers must lean in 
front of embarking passengers to 
get their transfers.

MADRID, June 22.—(AP)—The 
foreign ministry of Spain asserted 
yesterday that the action taken at 
the San Francisco United Nations 
conference excluding from any

ments created with Axis aid, “does 
not affect our country in any way.” 

The ministry declared that the 

present Spanish government was 
proclaimed.

‘Elephant Bill’s” Unique Outfit 


Big Part in Burma Battle 


By HENRY B, JAMESON 


LONDON, June 21.—(AP) 
—They don't give medals to 
elephants Sut no story of how 
the long, drawn out war in 
Burma was won would be 
complete without mention of 
“Elephant Bill” Williams’ un- 
ique army unit. 

There is no other militery out- 
fit like it anywhere. It is a labor 
company made up solely of ele- 
phants—more than 200 of them 
—and their handlers. 

Their main job was building log 
bridges and carving roads through 

| dense jungles where no roads ex 
isted before. But the elephants 
carried out many other important 
assignments like evacuation of the 
sick. Each animal could carry three 
men 12 miles a day over roads that 
were impassable even to mules. 
EXPERT ON JOB 

Boss man is Lt-Col. J. H. Wil 
liams, one of the world’s foremost 
experts on organization of ele- 
phant labor who is known through- 
out Burma as “Elephant Bill.” He 
is a tall Cornishman who fought 
with the Devon Regiment in Egypt 
Mesopotamia and India in the First 
Great War and then spent 26 years 
in Burma as an employee of the 
Bombay-India Burma Trading cor- 
poration. 

The use of elephants in the 
Burma campaign dates back to 
1941 when civilians were evacu- 
ated during the retreat from the 
Chindwin river to the Imphal 
plain. A shuttle system was op- 
erated from Sittaung to Tamu. 
About 5,000 elephants, formerly
